HiGH TIME SOMETHING WAS DONE 


The Representatives Have Fooled Away 
So Much of the Session Thatthe New 
Resolution Is Gratifying News. 


Washington, April 19.—(Special.)—The 
house spent all today in discussing the con- 
sular and diplomatic bill. 

Now that the republicans can delay busi- 
ness in no other way they are devoting their 
energies to talk. Their plan is to discuss 
all bills just as long as they are allowed to. 

The discussion today was largely on the 
Hawaiian muddle, and the republicans will 
keep up all sorts of wrangling discussions 
just as long as permitted. However, the 
rules are sO arranged now that whenever 
the committee on rules brings in an order 
to close debate, if the majority of the house 
wants to, they can fix an hour for debate 
on any subject. Unless the republicans 
agree to permit a vote tomorrow such a 
rule may be brought in. Speaker Crisp and 
the committee on rules are determined that 
no unnecessary time shall be wasted. They 
think congress should adjourn in July, and 
will endeavor to have all the business 
pending in the house disposed of by that 
time. If there is any delay it will he 
caused by the senate. Could congress ad- 
journ early in July it is believed the dem- 
ocrats would surely carry the next house 
by a safe majority. 

In the senate the tariff debate is dragging 
slowly on. Even the galleries are empty 
these days.

Mills for Vanece's Place. 

Senator Mills has announced that he 
will deliver a set tariff speech in the senate 
Tuesday next. He will speak in reply to 
the argument of Senators Hill and Smith 
against the income tax and in general reply 
to the republican opposition to the bill. 

Senator Mills, though not a member of 
the senate finance committee, acted with it 
in preparing the pending tariff bill. Since 
the death of Senator Vance, Senator Mills 
has been talked of as his successor on the 
finance committee. There is some opposi- 
tion among the democratic senators from 
eastern states to Mr. Mills filling the va- 
cancy, but it is probable that the caucus 
will select him. 

While the senate begins talking on sched- 
ules and amendments next week, the lead- 
ers say a final vote cannot be reached on 
the bill before July. The so-called con- 
Servative democrats want many amend- 
‘Ments added to the measure and they will 
fight for them. The principle contest will, 
however, be against the income tax. The 
“conservatives” say that must be stricken 
out or they will defeat the bill. Senator 
Smith's statement that the income tax must 
80, added to that of Mr. Hill, annoys the 
democratic leaders. 

One of the leaders told me today that he 
had no idea the senate would dispose of 
the bill in less than sixty days. 

High Time for It to Rush. 

The members of the house understand 
that much delay is contemplated in the 
Senate and they will endeavor to force the 
Senators to early action by rushing business 
in upon them. 

Under the new rule of the house it can 
do business with a rush. It is the object 
of the leaders to soon dispose of all the 
*ppropriation bills and other business and 
then set with folded hands waiting on the 
Beate to dispose of the tariff. They be- 
lieve this might force the senate to earlier 
action.

orally, was presented and became the sub- 
ject of discussion. 

Mr. Peffer spoke of a growing dispost- 
tion on the part of many people to present 
their views to congress; and of the news- 
paper statements that such movements 
were taking place from Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia, Cincinnati, Chicago, Minneap- 
Olis, St. Louis and San Francisco. The ob- 
ject of his resolution was to make their 
way easy. He was of the opinion that if 
it went out that the Senate, regarded by 
m‘iny as the American house of lords, had 
appointed a committee to look after this 
matter, it would go fast toward modifying 
and mollifying public sentiment. He, there- 
fore, hoped that his resolution would be 
agreed to, or would, at least, be referred 
to a committee. He had regretted to see 
language in the Washington papers as to 
the intended arrest of Coxey and his follow- 
ers as vagrants. 

An Army of Peace. 

Mr. Peffer explained that the followers of 
Coxey were known as the army of peace. 
They carried with them portraits of the 
prince of peace, of the carpenter’s Son, a 
lowly Nazarene, of the Man who taught 
“Peace on earth and good will toward 
men.’” These men, he said, were coming on 
a peaceful errand. They were coming to 
Say to congress that they were out of em- 
ployment, and that they wanted something 
to do in order to have a decent living. 
They wanted to say this orally, and in per- 
son. It might be that their object was 
visionary; but it was like the coming of 
a child: into the world. Everything was 
ready; and the child had to be born. It 
was a movement of the people that was 
coming naturally, logically, and reminded 
one of the popular movements prior to the 
French revolution. He did not believe that 
it was beneath the dignity of the senate 
to be ready when these people came to 
Washington, and to be able to say: “Here 
is a committee of our body, appointed to 
confer with you, to see what you want, to 
hear what you have to say and to ex- 
press to us.’ The senate, he said, could 
not undertake to laugh the movement down. 

Their Rights. 

Mr. Allen, populist, of Nebraska, favored 
the adoption of the resolution, not because 
he approved of Coxey’s army or any other 
army coming to Washington tor the pur- 
pose of presenting a petition in person to 
congress, but because he believed that they 
had a right, as American citizens, to do 
so, and that it would be unwise on the part 
of the senate to deny that right. It was 


not for the senate to judge whether their 


purpose was visionary or not. They had 
a right to come and look in upon the 
highest legislative body of the country of 
which they were citizens. They had a right 
to come and to be heard by a committee of 
the senate; and they had a right to present 
their grievances in person. No man, 
whether senator or citizen, had the moral 
or the legal right to deny them that privi- 
lege. He believed that Coxey had a right, 
and that has followers had a right to be 
treated with as much courtesy and kindness 
as the president of the United States. 
Any different reception of them would be 
altogether un-Americah, and would not be 
sustained in the common judgment of 
the American people. He had seen newspaper 
Statements as to General Ordway mobil- 
izing the military forces of the district for 
the purpose, ' he supposed, of receiving 
Coxey and his followers with the bayonets 
of soldiers and the clubs of policemen. 
Was it, he asked, right; was it American, 
to deny these men the right 
of --entering the city of Wash- 
ington, and coming ‘to the _ galleries 
of the senate if they saw fit? They had as 
much right to do so as the railroad lobby- 
ists and the tariff lobbyists, that filled the 
galleries every day to the exclusion of visit- 
ing strangers: 

Replying to a remark of Mr. Faulkner 
that no parade in the streets could take 
place without special permission, Mr. Allen 
declared that if there was. such a rule, it 
was a shamesand disgrace. 

The discussion was still going on at 1 
o’clock p. m., when the resolution went 
over without action, and the tariff bill was 
taken up. It was stated by Mr: Aldrich 
that Mr. Quay, who has the floor to con- 
tinue his speech, was detained from the 
chamber today by illness. 

Mr. Perkins, republican, of California, 
addressed the senate in opposition to the 
bill. 

Eulogies on the late Representative W. 
H. Enoch, of Ohio, were pronounced by 
Senators Sherman and Brice, and at 5:15 
o’clock the senate adjourned. 


WANTS ALL EQUAL. 


Mr. Patterson’s Bill to Amend Acts of 
States’ Admissions. 

Washington, April 19.—Mr. Patterson, of 
Tennessee, by request, introduced in the 
house today a bill amending the acts of 
congress admitting the states of Arkansas, 
North and South Carolina, Louisiana, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Florida, Virginia and Mis- 
sissippi so as to repeal each and all pro- 
visions of the acts which relate to the 
elective franchise and the right to hold office 
and the publication pertaining to the school 
rights and privileges, The second section 
of the bill provides that all conditions men- 
tioned in each and all of these acts, and 
‘particularly those provisions known and 
designated as ‘fundamental conditions’”’ are 
repealed. The third section provides that 
the states are declared to have and possess 
all the rights, power, franchises and sover- 
eignty that can be exercised by any other 
state of the union. The fourth and last 
section provides that all laws and parts 
of laws which deny the equality of these 
severally with other states’ functions are 


repealed. 

The bill was drawn by T. B. Egerton, of 
Memphis, a lawyer and great states’ rights 
man, and introduced at his request. 

Mr. Egerton thinks that certain cordi- 
tions imposed by the acts admitting these 
states reflect on the state and infringe their 
rights, and he is anxious to have the 
southern states on the same footing with 
those of the north and west. 


FIGHTING THE DALTONS. 


A Regular Battle Between the Outlaws 
and Officers. 

Perry, O. T., April 19.—News of a ter- 
rible fight between the notorious outlaws, 
Bill Dalton and Biil Doolan and another 
Bitter Creek, and a num- 
ber of deputy marchals, about forty miles 
east of here, near Ewen mountain, last 
night, was received here this morning by 
a messenger. The three outlaws and a 
woman and her little girl were shot dead, 
as also were two deputy marshals. Marshal 
Nix, of Oklahoma, has been planning for 
some days to catch the Dalton gang, and 
Marshal Burrell Cox, with Heck Thomas 
and Bill Tighemann, of Perry, and a crowd 
of fourteen marshals, left some days ago 
for the eastern part of the Cherokee wtrip 
in pursuit of the Daltons. The marshals 
met Bruce Miller, one of the gang, and the 
fight commenced. This was on McElroy’s 
ranch, fifteen miles this side of Engalls.

BARS IN FULL BLAST 


Carolina's Supreme Court Declares the 
Dispensary Law Unconstitutional. 


BLIND TIGERS OPEN THEIH EYES 


They Had Laid in a Stock and 
Were Ready for Business. 


TILLMANITES TAKE IT TO HEART 


The Governor Does Not Have Much to 
Say—He Is Doing foms Thinking 
Nvuw—The Law Is Complicatsd. 


Columbia, 8S. C., April 19.—(Special.)—This 
has been a great day in South Carolina. 
“Blind tigers’’ are blind no more. They are 
winking the other eye, for the highest legal 
tribunal in the state has officially con- 
demned to death their deadly enemy—the 
dispensary law. 

At 10 o'clock this morning the expected 
decision of the supreme court was filed, 
Sustaining the decision of Judge Hudson 
declaring in express terms the old law un- 
constitutional in the very features that are 
embodied in the new act, thus in effect 
making, in the opinion of the leading law- 
yers, the present law null and void. 

The decision of the court was delive¢red 
by Chief Justice McIver, concurred in by 
Justice Wallace and dissented from in a 
lengthy opinion by Justice Pepe. Admin- 
istration leaders are already charging 
that there is politics in the decision ana 
John Gary Evans, who is popularly sup- 
pesed to be Governor Tillman's favorite can- 
didate for governor to succeed him, says 
that it was dictated by political prejudice 
and that Justice Pope’s opinion will be 
held to be the right one. 

Governor Tillman has been sought a score 
of times for an expression concerning the 
decision, but for once he has taken Senator 
Irby’s advice and “put a padlock on his 
tongue,”’ declaring that he will have nothing 
to say until he has thoroughly understood 
the grounds of the decision. He is reported 
to have remarked that “‘this is only the be- 
ginning,’’ but this has not been verified. 
Chief Justice McIver is popularly credited 
as being not a sympathizer of the ‘‘domi- 
Aant element,’ and the same can De said 
of Justice McGowan, though no action of 
these has ever shown the slightest politi- 
cal bias. Justice Pope, who was elected to 
the bench last year, was attorney general 
under Governor Tillman and had always 
been an avowed and ardent Tiilmanite. 

The State Cannot Sell Liquor. 

The aecision of the court sustains all the 
points made by the counsel for the respond- 
ents except one, and is a complete annihi- 
lation of the entire state dispensary. 
It operates upor the new act in the same 
way and to the same extent that it annuls 
the old one. The new act is really an 
amendment of the old act in certain par- 
ticulars, which are indifferent and imma- 
terial to the main question. Both of the 
acts depend upon the great single question 
whether the state may engage in the liquor 
business, and the features of the old act 
providing for such a business are repeated 
and reinforced by the amendments contain- 
ed in the new act and it is the opinion of 
the best lawyers who have studied the 
question that if one falls the other must 
fall. It may be said that the decision is 
made in reference mainly direct to the old 
act, but in any question hereafter to arise 
the principles announced in the decision will 
of course control the court with equal force 
in the future consideration of the new act, 
so that in a strictly technical point of 
view the operation of this decision is to 
declare the new as well as the old act 
unconstitutional. In all points touched 
upon in the decision the one act cannot 
be differentiated from the other. It is a 
rule of the court that the decision is held 
in abeyance for a period of ten days, with- 
in which the parties are entitled to go be- 
fore the cvuurt and move for a new hear- 
ing. It is not probable, however, that this 
will be done except that the state may 
move for a reaz>gument in order to have 
time within which to put itself in position 
to obey the law by disposing of the stock 
in trade now on hand, which it would prob- 
ably have to do by selling the stock in bulk 
to parties outside the state. Upon the ex- 
piration of the ten days the remittur of the 
court will be sent down and the decision 
will then go into effect as the law of the 
land, barring any unexpected action on the 
part of the state. Attorney General bBuch- 
anan said this morning ‘that he was of 
the opinion that the case can be appealed 
to the United States court, as questions of 
federal law came up under it. While he 
did not assert that such action would be 
taken, he intimated as mvch. 

Dead Enough Now. 

The opinion of leading lawyers here is 
that an appeal cannot be taken, as Senator 
Hioar is reported to have said in Washing- 
ton today. A well-known lawyer said to 
The Constitution representatives tonight: 
“The decision brings on a very srave ques- 
tion in the politics of the state. It projects 

i s uestion and brings into promi- 
ear on wae other questions whether the 
state will adopt a prohibition law or will 
regulate anew the license for tratlic in 
iiquor. This question must be decided by 
the legislature wh.ch is to be hereafter 
elected. Certain it is, that the legislature 
car by no amendment or remodeling of the 
dispensary law, preserve its operation. It 
is dead. The objections as presented by 
the court as conclusive against it, , place 
the subject beyond legislative consideration, 
except, however, it will be possible by 
suits hereafter to be brought to bring the 
question anew before the supreme court 
at the November term, when it is supposed 
that the majority of the court by the ac- 
cession of Justice-elect Gary will be in 
favor of the law, and this decision may 
then he overruled. This is possible, but 
hardly probable, as many things will occur 
in the meantime in the political progress of 
the state which will render easy a more 
logical and creditable solution of the ques- 


cnet Great Confusion Exists. 

The decision of the supreme court in de- 
claring the dispensary law unconstitutional 
excepts that provision which prohibits 
towns from granting licenses to sell liquor 
to retail dealers. As to the effect of this 
lawyers differ. It is held by some that it 
practically inaugurates a system of rigid 
prohibition, and that no more whisky can 
be fegitimately sold by anybody. Other 
lawyers declare that the effect of the de- 
cision is to render any sort of prohibitory 
law impossible, and that the court has de- 


| cided the right of any citizen to sell intox- 


detus 


| icants to be literally Imalienable. It can- 


not be predicted how the decision will affect 
state politics. If it closes the dispensaries 
and does not open barrooms, the prohibition 
element will at once unite in an effort to 
see their pet idea given a fair showing. 
The decision has stagg¢@red the Tillman fac- 
tion, although the lead@érs had learned sev- 
eral days ago that the court was averse 
to them. They have béen in conference all 
day and it is certain that as yet they have 
no definite plan in view. Liquors in the 
railroad depots for shipment from the state 
dispensary to county dispensaries were with- 
drawn today. 


BARS WIDE OPEN. 


Liquor Is Handed Out Openly Now in 
the City of Charleston. 
Charleston, 8S. C., April 19.—«spectal.)— 
The news of the setting aside of the dispen- 
sary law by the state supreme court was 
received here shortly after 10 o clock this 
morning. An hour later upwards of 200 
blind tigers had miraculously recovered 
their eyesight and were in jull blast. In, 
many of them signs appeared inviting the 
passers by to walk m and t:ave «ene with 
the house, and the people were by no means 
slow to accept the invitation. There was 
no lacx of stimulants in the city, as an im- 
mense stock had been laid in when the dis- 
pensary constabulary were engaged in the 

Darlington riot. 

There can be no doubt that the entire city 
rejoices at the overthrow of the law, al- 
theugh it is anticipated here that Governor 
Tillman will disregard the decisign of his 
own court. The general impression here is 
that he will call an extra session of the 
general assembly, pass @ new law and then 
take it up to the state supreme court, 
Which, on ly Ist, will be Tillmanite in 
politics by the qualification of Justice E. 
B. Gary. In that case the court will re- 
verse its action. 

What -will happen in the meantime, how- 
ever, is difficult to say. Since the Darling- 
ton episode the whisky constabulary have 
been comparatively inactive. No raids on 
either stores or private residences have 
been attempted anywhere in the state. The 
force of constabularies in this city for- 
merly numbered from fifteen to twenty 
mer, all armed with revolvers and Win- 
chester rifles, has been reduced to three 
men, who only slouch around at night and 
confine their attentions to the railroac 
uepots. 

The town is very quiet tonight, although 
whisky may be had at any saloon in thc 
city. This has been the case, indeed, ever 
since the dispensary law went into opera- 
tion on July 1, 1892. The difference is thai 
tonight mixed drinks and other liquors are 
passed over the bar openly. The action of 
the governor is watched here with great 
anxiety. Most people expect that he wil! 
disregard the supreme court and attempt 
to continue to enforce the law, in which 
event there is likely to be trouble. 


CAUSED MUCH COMMENT. 


How the Dispensary Decision Was Re- 
ceived in Washington. 

Washington, April 1j,.~-The decision of 
the supreme court of South Carolina in de- 
claring the dispensary law unconstitutional 
created much comment at the capital this 
morning and was, as a-rule, endorsed. Mr. 
Hoar, in response to an inquiry whether or 
not the case would be carried to tne su- 
preme court of the United States, replied 
that this could not be done. Had the de- 
cision been one upholding the constitution- 
ality o1 the law, then, said Mr. Hoar, an 
appeal could be. 

Senator Irby, of South Carolina, is not in 
the city, having taken his -departure for 
South Carolina early this week.

DOES THIS MEAN MORE BONDS? 


Gold in the Treasury Below the 310U0,- 
000,000 Mark Again. 
Washington, April 19.—Treasury advices 
received from New York late this afternoon 
stated that $2,500,000 of gold would probably 
go out by Saturday’s steamers to Europe; 
that $1,000,000 had actually been engaged 
for export and that $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 

more would very likely fallow. 

It was not stated positively how much 
of the gold to be exported would be im- 
mediately drawn from the treasury, nor 
in treasury circles is that considered raate- 
rial, as it is an accepted fact that ultimate- 
iy the treasury loses all the gold exported 
from this country. With Saturday’s sh:p- 
ment of goid the treasury will be «gain 
confronted with an unprotected gold re- 
serve of 3100,000,000. 

Since the issue of the~$50,000,000 bonds, the 
treasury gold from its lowest figures on 
January $i, 1894, increased to 3107,390,000 
on March lvth, last. Since that date the 
treasury has lost gradually, and the naked 
reserve is now exposed to raids to supply 
gold to float new bonds. As stated by As- 
sistant Secretary Curtis to the United Press 
yesterday, the gold reserve of $100,000,000 
will be used for legitimate government ex- 
penses. To what point it will be safe to 
go before calling a halt to the gold output 
is a question that treasury officials do not 
feel called upon to discuss at this time. 

The net excess of expenditures over 
treasury receipts this month, which _ in- 
cludes 35,500,000 for interest, will probably 
foc* up $12,000,000. This reduces the work- 
ing balance to $2,600,000. At the same rate 
of loss, the treasury of July Ist, next, will 
be reduced to less than $100,000,000, gold 
and all. : 

This state of affairs, viewed in the light 
of the Myers bil, but for the dual purpose 
of coining the $55,00,000 silver seigniorage 
and the issue of a 3 per cent long-term 
bond, is attracting to itself wonted promi- 
nence. This measure is expected to provide 
the necessary means of recouping the treas- 
ury, and at the same time supply gold, as 
a basis for the coinage of the silver seig- 
niorage. Until it is made apparent that the 
Myers bill will not pass, nor meet the ar- 
provai of the president, no plan fer build- 
ing up the treasury cash is discussed in 
treasury circles with any degree of au- 
thority. 

Unless some such measure does pass, it 
is very generally admitted that a new bond 
issue must be put out, before relief in the 
shape of increased revenues can be had 
from the new tariff bill. 


An Austrian Town Wiped Out. 

Vienna, April 19.—The fire in Neu-Sandre 
has burned out and virtually the whole 
town is in ruins. Many persons are miss- 
ing and are supposed’to be dead. The in- 
jured have been removed to other towns. 
Hundreds of families are stopping in the 
fieids. They ere without sufficient food or 
clothing and many cases of extreme dis- 
tress are reported.

FLOODED WITH CONGRATULATIONS 


The New Man Stands Squarely on 
the Chicago Platform. 


IN LOVE WITH SOUTHERN DEMOCRACY 


He Will Probably Oppose Ransom for the 
Latter’s Seat, and Let Some One 
Else Take the Short Term. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 19.-«(Special.)—Ex- 
Governor Thomas J. Jarvis has been ap- 
pointed United States senator to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the death of Senator 
Vance. Governor Carr tendered the posi- 
tion to ex-Governor Jarvis today and the 
honor was accepted.

Raleigh, N. C., April 19.—Senator Jarvis, 
in an interview tonight as to his views, 
said he was a Chicago platform democrat 
with all that that means. He will remain 
here until Saturday, then go to his home 
at Greeneville and he expects to be at 
Washington next Wednesday. 

Hon. Thomas Jordan Jarvis. 

Thomas Jordan Jarvis was born in Cur- 
rituck county January 18, 1836. Straitened 
circumstances denied him the advantages 
of an early education, but by the aid of 
friends he entered Randolph-Macon col- 
lege, and with money earned by teaching 
at intervals, he completed his course there, 
graduating in 1850, when he again estab- 
lished himself as a teacher. 

In June, 1861, when the state called for 
volunteers, he closed his school in Pasquo- 
tank county and enlisted for the war. His 
service was in both the Seventeenth and the 
Eighth regiment of state troops, and as 
captain of a company in the latter regi- 
ment he displayed fortitude, endurance and 
bravery. He escaped unscathed until on 
the 17th of May, 1864, at Drury’s Bluff, he 
received a wound that disabled him, and 
snee then his right arm has hung useless 
at his side. 

When peace came he turned to mercan- 
tile pursuits and opened a store in Tyrrell 
county, at the same time studying law and 
entering upon the activities of life. In the 
fall of 1865 he was elected to the state con- 
vention from Currituck. Obtaining his li- 
cense the following year, he entered zeal- 
ously upon the practice of the law, evinc- 
ing, however, an interest in political ques- 
tions. 

In 1868 he was elected as a democrat to 
the legislature from Tyrrell, and in the fall 
made an extensive canvass as an elector 
on the Seymour and Blair ticket. When 
the legislature met he allied himself with 
other democrats in opposition to the meas- 
ures of the republican majority. Their tr> 
umph in establishing the Bragg-Phillips 
investigating committee and in repealing 
the special tax laws was complete. Tc 
their action was largely due the course of 
events which culminated in a defeat of the 
~epublicans at the ensuing election. When 
the new assembly met Captain Jarvis was 
tendered the speaker’s chair. The demo- 
cratic-conservative pa:,*ty was then in a 
formative state, and the speaker exerc:sed 
a great influence in welding the aiscordant 
fragments of the old parties into a solid 
organization. In 1872 he returned to the 
law, forming a partnership with David M. 
Carter, but canvassed the state as an 
elector on the Greeley ticket. Three years 
later he was a member of the constitutional 
convention, and to his address .and the pru- 
dence of Governor Reid was due the power 
of the democracy to control that body, 
which was evenly divided between the par- 
ties. 

In 1876 Governor Vance was nominated 
for governor and Captain Jarvis was placed 
on the ticket with him. Two years later 
he succeeded Governor Vance, and on the 
expiration of that term he was chosen 
governor for a full term. During these six 
years in which he was governor he im- 


pressed himself on the active industries of | 
the state. He secured the adoption of the | 
county government system for the east and | 


the construction of the Western North 
Carolina ra_lroad for the west, On his re- 
tirement from the cxecutive office he was 
appointed by President Cleveland United 
States minister to Brazil.

HOW THE AQUIDABAN WAS SUNK 


In the Naval Engagement Off Desterro. 
Effective Torpedo Work. 

Rio de Janeiro, April 19.—Details of the 
naval engagement which took place off Ves- 
terro, the capital of the state of Santa 
Catherina, April 16th, between the insur- 
gent battleship Aquidaban and the federal 
fleet liave been received. The battie was 
of short duration and resulted in the sink- 
ing of the Aquidaban. While the insurgent 
ship was €ngaged with the government war- 
ships the federal torpedo boat Gustave Sa1n- 
paio appreached her. A: hot fire was open- 
ed upon her by the Aquidaban and the tor- 
pedo boat was struck several times, but 
she succeeded in projecting three torpedoes 
With such accuracy that all ef them were 
effective and the rebel ship went down in a 
few minutes.

TWO MEN SHOT DOWN. 


A Bartender Picks Up a Gun and Uses 
It with Deadly Effect. 
Nashville, Tenn., April 19.—(Special.)— 
Thomas Ramsey’s saloon, on the corner 
of South Market and Demombreum streets, 
was the scene of a horrible double murder 
at 7:30 o’clock tonight. Riley Foreman and 
Thomas Fagan were shot and instantly 
killed. Thomas Ramsey did the Killing, 
while standing behind the bar, and used a 
double barreled shotgun. Ramsey had 
Fagan arrested a few days ago for dis- 
orderly conduct, and Fagan, in turn, had 
Ramsey arrested on a charge of gaming. 
The case was compromised, however, and 
there was no more trouble until this even- 
ing, when Ramsey, Fagan and Foreman be- 
came involved in a quarrel because Fore- 
man had attempted to prevent Ramsey's 
interfering in a fight between two boys in 
the saloon. It was thought this quarrel was 
settled. Fagan and Foreman, who were 
then in the room back of the bar, started 
out of the house through the bar. Ramsey 
walking to the front end af the bar, picked 
up a shotgun and fired both barrels, one 
immediately after the other. The first 
charge struck Foreman, then in the rear 
door of the bar, and the second struck 
Fazan, who was about five feet in front 
of Foreman. Both men were shot in the 
?breast, and died instantly. Ramsey was 
arrested. The verdict of the coroner's jury 
was simply that the men came to their 
death from gunshot wounds at Ramsey's 
hands. Fagan was a stone mason and Fore- 
man a fisherman. Both men were single, 

and each about twenty-nine years old.

In Time They May Be Yoting Right 
in New York. 
SEX DISAPPEARING IN ~ POLITICS, 


Twenty-Eight States and Territories 
Recognize Some Form of Suffrage. 


A CRIMINAL LAWYER'S GREAT SUCCESS 


Chauncey Depew Was Playing a Practica 
Joke When He Talked About Being a 
Candidate for the Presidency. 


New York, April 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—It ig possible that’ New York 
will be the next state to extend the right 
of suffrage to women. The constitutional 
convention will meet in Albany on the 8th 
of May and the women are getting up 
strong petitions in favor of female sufirage 

One of their strong points is the fact that 
the women of New York own about a bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of property, an¢, with 
this large interest at stake, they should 
have some voice in the government of the 
State. 

Undoubtedly the movement is geining 
strength. In the United States twenty- 
eight states and territories have given woe 
men some form of suffrage.

In Delaware suffrage is exercised ty woe

He was retained in every criminal case of’ 
any importance from the day he started 
over again. His knowledge c7 law was 
superficial, but his power lay in his ine 
fluence over a jury. He knew everybody in 
the county. It was a familiar scene Ne 
the Dutchess county courtroom to see 
Counsellor Akerly weeping in nis plea for 
some friendless criminal, and the jury usue- 
ally weeped with him. . 

It was evident during the lust two years 
that his old weakness for cards aad drink 
was asserting itself. Suddenly ke at- 
nounced himself a member of the Sons of 
Temperance and during the past few 
months he made several tempecrarce ade 
dresses here, graphically telling tne story of 
his life. 

Mr. Akerly’s death was due to abscess of 
the brain, said to be due to an injiry fee 
ceived some iime ago.

The mill consumed during the year 12,946 
bales of cotton, 791 bales more than last 
year.

WIND. DUST AND RAIN 


The City Swept by a Stray Texas 
Norther Yesterday. 


A CYCLONE SEEMED IMMINENT 


Roofs Blown Off Smal! Buildings, and Peo- 
ple Rushed, Frightened, to Shelter. 
Rain Pours Down in Torrents. 


An ugly looking cloud rode in from the 
west yesterday afternoon and gave the 
city quite the biggest blow that it has had 
in some moons. 

The wind swept out of the boiling black 
cloud with an angry force that gathered all 
the dry dust lying in the streets and lifted 
it in the air until a dense mist of dust 
pervaded all overhead, and the safety of 
large buildings was menaced by the simoon, 
Whgeh had the appearance of a Texas 
norther gone astray. 

The wind-storm marshaled its forces in 
swift order. Tiny, bluish clouds that hung 
around the horizon ominous of the coming 
storm at noon, swelled into huge, seething 
wreaths of blue-black cloud sweeping along 
toward the east at 4:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon. Atlantians. going out after dinner 
for the most part failed to exercise the pre- 
caution of earrying their umbrellas. The 
prophetic little clouds and the murmurous 
breezes seemed to forebode rain, but there 
eeemed no immedate threat of a downpour. 

People on the streets a little after 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon noticed the clouds in 
the west begin to form and gather shape. 
They hugged the horizon very closely at 
first, but slowly they begun to climb up- 
wards and to expand outward. As they 
moved they gathered color and severity. 
The dark biuish tint seemed to intensify, 
portentious of storm. 

With incredible swiftness, the mass of 
cloud boiled upward, and at last fairly up, 
seemed to shoot forward like bursitis ot 
smoke from the side of a man-of-war. Out 
of the cloud the wind rushed, and dark- 
ness shut in the city. 

Whirling clouds of dust were lifted high 
into the air and sent scurrying about the 
streets, lashing in the face of such 
people as happened to be on 
the street. For a minute the wind blew in 
perfect fury, and with the fiying dust, the 
sweeping black clouds and the suppressed 
roar of the atmosphere, a veritable cyclone 
seemci to be bearing down on the city. 

It was over in about three minutes, and 
a drenching rain came down. Short as it 
was, the wind did considerable damage 
around the‘city. The roofs of severa! small 
buildings were blown off. The roof of a 
wagon shelter at police headquarters was 
lifted into the air. In front of the clothing 
stores on Whitehall street the wind sen 
the clothing dummies waltzing dizzily into 
the streets. Awnings were blown hither and 
thither. The magnificent show-window 
glass at Higth’'s store was broken in. The 
wind careened* about the city doing mis- 
chief of small kind nearly everywhere. 
Many thought that a cyclone was in the 
ugly looking clouds.

IN THE HOUSE. 
Mr. Moses Asks for the Passage of a 
Pension Bill. 

Washington, April 19.—The house passed 
quietly and uneventfully after the opening 
prayer and the reading of the journal to- 
day into an era of business. 

Mr. Moses, of Georgia, asked the passage 
of a bill to pension Mary Levin, nearly one 
hundred years old, an inmate of the poor- 
house of Carroll county, Georgia, the widow 
of a soldier in the war of 1817-18, under 
General Jackson, but Mr. Kilgore, of Tex- 
as, objected. 

At 12 o’clock the house went into commit- 
tee of the whole, Mr. Bailey, of Texas, in 
the chair, for further consideration of the 
diplomatic and consular. appropriation bill 
for the year ending June 30, 1895.

The consideration of the amendment 
opened up the Hawaiian question again, 
and it was discussed by Messrs. Grosvenor, 
Dinsmore, Milliken, Hitt, Springer, Wilson, 
McMillin and others. 

Finally a vote was reached and Mr. 
Lacey’s amendment was defeated. 

Considerable time was spent in discussing 
an amendment proposed by Mr. Cannon, 
to change from an indefinite amount to 
$60,000 the appropriation for salaries and 
expenses of ministers, consuls, etc., while 
traveling to and from their posts of duty, 
but it was finally defeated. 

Mr. Cannon moved to reduce the appro- 
priation for the salary for the first secretary 
of legation at Mexico, from $2,625 to $1,800, 
the present figure. On this question, a vote 
by tellers being had, no quorum was found— 
yeas 37, nays 1l6—and the roll was called. 
One hundred and ninety members answered 
to their names. The disputed paragraph 
was, by unanimous consent, then passed 
over, and the committee arose.

Stockholders of the Southwestern Do Not 
Understand the Court's Order, 


WHO PAYS THE FEES OF THE LAWYERS? 


The Programme for W esleyan’s Commenc- 
ment Is Announced—It Will Be 
Held the Latter Part of May. 


a 


Macon, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)\—The at- 
torneys of the Southwestern railroad do not 
apprehend that the courts will hold the 
company liable for payment of the bonds 
of the Montgomery and Eufaula railroad, 
which are endorsed by the Central and 
Southwestern railroads. One of the attor- 
neys informed The Constitution’s corre- 
spondent today that he had no fear that 
the Southwestern would be held responsible. 
The Central issued $1,5000,000 of Montgomery 
and Eufaula bonds, the proceeds of which 
were applied to the purchase of the Mont- 
gomery and Eufaula by the Central. But 
should the Southwestern be required to pay 
the bonds, the Southwestern would take 
possession of the Montgomery and Eufaula, 
which property is worth the bonds. The 
result of the suits that were filed against 
the Southwestern last Saturday in the 
United States court, at Macon, on account 
of its endorsement of Montgomery and Eu- 
faula bonds, will be awaitied with interest. 

Held In Trust. 

The average stockholder of the South- 
western railroad and the general public 
do not fully understand the order passed 
by Associate Justice White, of the supreme 
court, last Saturday in the hearing of the 
Southwestern case at Washington city. He 
directed that the receiver of the Central 
shall pay to the Southwestern $181,000 rental 
for the six months ending December 31, 
1893. Twenty-five thousand dollars of this 
is to be paid out at once in cash, the bale 
ance, $156,000, is to be paid to the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, to be held as 
trustee, subject to the further order of 
the court, without prejudice to anybody’s 
rights. This rental of $181,000 represents 
dividends due the stockholders of the South- 
western by the Central, and the stock- 
holders do not understand why this money 
should be held mm trust and not distributed 
among them. The reason is this: It is de- 
sired to have this money in c.:wh on hand 
in the event the Southwestern is held 
liable on the tripartite bonds, and be applied 
tu the payment in part of this liability. In 
the event the Southwestern is not held lia- 
ble, the money will be distributed among 
the stockholders, unless it be applied to 
the purchase of rolling stock or devoted 
to similar uses in case the Southwestern 
withdraws from the Central and operates 
as an independent line. 

The 825,000, 

It is generally understood that the $25,00( 
alluded to above in the order of Associate 
Justice White is to be applied to the pay- 
ment of the fees of the attorneys of the 
Southwestern road. The attorneys made no 
application to the court for fees. The law- 
yers will be paid by the company, by whom 
they were engaged. The $25,000 will be paid 
direct to the company, and some of it will 
be used to pay salaries of the president and 
Secretary of the Southwestern, office rent, 
etc., and the balance will, no doubt, go to 
the lawyers. The attorneys to be paid are: 
A. O. Bacon, of Macon; F. K. Miller, of 
Augusta, and Evarts, Beerman & Cnoate, of 
New York.

A good war record should not elect an 
incompetent man, but when he is com- 
petent, loyal and faithful his confed- 
erate experience should be another. point 
in his favor. This is the reasonable 
view of the matter. . 


A Problem Solved, 

The action of the supreme court of 
South Carolina in deciding that the dis- 
pensary. law is unconstitutional has re- 
lieved Governor Tillman and the people 
of a very embarrassing evil. 

Our friends over the border area law- 
abiding people and they will hail with 
pleasure this settlement of the most 
annoying issue that has vexed them 
since reconstruction days. There will 
be no more disturbances in Darlington 
and elsewhere. The Carolina legisla- 
tors will not repeat their unfortunate 
experiment, but it is safe to say that they 
will provide for the proper regulation of 
the traffic. 

Unregulated cross-roads  barrooms 
would ruin any state, and the authori- 
ties should guard against them. But it 
will not do to rush to the other extreme 
and put a monopoly of the business in 
the hands of the state and let it con- 
duct the traffie for profit. 

We believe that the decision of -the 
supreme court will rid South Carolina of 
a troublesome issue, and it is to be hoped 
that ull parties will come together on a 
broader platform than this matter of 
sumptuary legislation, which is, at least, 
a century and a half behind this age of 
progress. 


Negro Education in Georgia. 

President Richard R. Wright, of the 
Georgia State Industrial college for col- 
ored youths, has written a very interest- 
ing pamphlet on negro education in Geor- 
gia. 

President Wright, who is one of the 
ablest and most patriotic men of his 
race, believes that education will solve 
the race problem. He states that of 
our worst negro criminals not more than 
1 per cent can read and write. It is his 
opinion that education is steadily ad- 
vancing his people in the business and 
industrial world... He is not afraid of 
higher edueation. According to his 
figures only seventy-three negroes in 
Georgia have gone through a classical 
course in twenty-eight. years. They now 
receive 47 per cent of the school fund, 
and President Wright is confident that 
with the increasing prosperity of the 
state this amount will be augmented. 

We commend the utterances. of .this 
progressive and conservative colored 
man to the thoughtful people of both 
races. They sound an optimistic note, 
but it is fully justified by existing con- 
ditions. 


Wages and Railway Rates, 

It is charged by some of the patron- 
age heelers, who appear to be very hap- 
py over the present condition of things, 
that The Constitution takes a gloomy 
view of the future, and they protest that 
everything is either all right now, or will 
be after awhile.

Here we are used 
to hard times, and, being in something of 
a transition state, both commercially 
and industrially, we can adapt ourselves 
to the restrictions imposed on us by for- 
eign Shylocks with less friction and less 
loss than the people of the west, the 
middle west and the east.

Every thoughtful person who is not 
blind to the significance of current events 
must perceive that the liquidation which 
began in this country when India’s mints 
were closed to silver is not completed. 
Speculative stocks were the first to suf- 
fer, followed by a collapse in trade and 
business. The liquidation in these is no 
doubt complete, but the great question 
cf wages, and the important problem of 
railway rates and charges has yet to 
be settled. 

But the settlement of these great ques- 
tions—great in the intimate ‘relations 
Which they sustain to the prosperity of 
the people, are not to be brought about 
without a struggle; and although it is to 
be a peaceful struggle, it cannot pro- 
ceed without seriously affecting trade 
and business. This struggle has already 
begun, and it will @ontinue until both 
wages and railway rates are forced 
down to the level of wages and rates in 
the single gold standard countries of 
Europe. 

More than half a hundred strikes are 
in operation, involving nearly sixty thou- 
sand workingmen. This is not a struggle 
between capital and labor, but it is the 
struggle of both against the inevitable 
results of the single gold standard— 
against the results of scaling down our 
currency from a billion and a half to the 
basis of five hundred and sixty millions, 
which is estimated as the amount of the 
available gold supply of the country. 

Under the strangulating process of 
the single gold standard, with its narrow 
currency basis, the railways are fight- 
‘ng to maintain their rates and wage 
enrners are struggling to maintain 
wages. Both will have to surrender. 
As The Stockholder, a railway organ, 
said the other day, “the price of products 
is really the determining factor in the 
rate question, the final regulation of 
profits and dividends.” To go futher, 
the prices of products depend on the cur- 
renecy supply, and the money supply de- 
pends on the supply of the money in 
which that currency is redeemable. 

Wages, as well as railroad rates, de- 
pend on the prices of products. Rail- 
way managers may resist, but the rates 
they get will depend altogether on what 
producers and manufacturers can afford 
to pay them. Wage earners may strike, 
but the wages they receive will depend 
altogether on the prices that manufac- 
turers get for their products. There has 
been a fall of nearly 50 per cent m the 
price of both wheat and cotton during 
the past few years, and this margin of 
50 per cent makes all the difference in 
the world between prosperity and 
poverty. 

But The Corstitution is not a pessi- 
mist. It believes in the people. It be- 
lieves that they will arise in their might 
and crush out the gold standard heresy 
which has paralyzed democratic legisla- 
tion. The people have the remedy in 
their own hands. They have only to ap- 
ply it. If The Constitution thought they 
would fail to apply it, it would feel that 
the time had come @ make a formal sur- 
render of the charter of our rights and 
liberties. 


A Revolntion in Cotton. | 

The Rockefellers of Standard Oil 
fame, are said to be interested in a new 
device for baling cotton. 

The other day one of these bales ar- 
rived in Galveston and at once became 
the center of admiring observation. It 
was a cylinder, five feet, eight inches 
long, by twenty-one inches in diameter, 
fastened with carpet tacks, and weigh- 
ing 556 pounds, It is claimed that this 
new baling process will wipe out the 
middle men, and make every ginner his 
own compressor. There will be no more 
bagging and ties and compresses, and 
cotton jamming will be a lost art. The 
Galveston News says: 

Four gins tailed to a common center in 
which is a_ steel frame costing $1,500. 
Through this frame run four mandrils. The 


power which runs the gins runs the man- 
drils in the frame. A boy comes along, 


grabs the end of a bat as it comes from 
a gin and gives it a turn around the nearest 
mandril, which ‘immediately commences 
winding it up like a roll of wall paper. An 
iron roller runs against the cotton on the 
mandril, compressing the white cylinder 
to a density of about twenty-seven pounds 
per cubic foot. The people who have this 
wonderful scheme in hand say that they 
can put the cotton down to forty pounds. 
There are other Richmonds in the field—not 
the cotton field, where the staple is grown, 
but in the cotton field where nothing grows 
but the other man’s bank account. The 
Rembert cotton roller has been greatly per- 
fected and can, it is claimed, put cotton 
down to forty pounds a cubic foot if neces- 
sary. The Rembert bales are twenty-two 
inches square by about five feet eight 
inches in length. Some of this cotton will 
be exhibited here this week. 

The cylindrical bale in the cotton ex- 
change was shipped from Waco by Mr. 
Warren Batterson. Cotton men here are 


_speptical regarding the many claims made 


for this cylindrical bale, but some believe 
that it will so revolutionize cotton growing 
that, along with improved cultivators, har- 
vesters, Huns and Slavs, 2 cents a pound 
will be profitable figures to the farmer. 
Under the new regime there will be no 
nigger in the cotton patch, no man in the 
box, no cotton jammers, no commission 
merchants, samplers or inspectors—simply 
a cotton harvester, a gin “stand” with 
compress attached, a railroad wharf, a 
steamship and the Manchester ship canal.

Neither the new president nor the new 
Secretary was present at yesterday’s meet- 
ing, and the storm that was raging made it 
impossible to get them by telephone. It 
was decided to meet on Saturday afternoon, 
at which time President Collier will report 
his standing committees.

SAVED A SECOND TIME ; 


Jeff Rockmore Again Rescued from the 
Shadow of the Gallows. 


TWICE ON THE EVE OF BEING HUNG 


Executive Interference Saves Him 
Within a Few Hoursof the Time. 


REMARKABLE CASE OF A POOR NEGRO 


Ignorant and Ungainly and Without a 
Friend, He{Has Been Twice Saved 
Aiter the Death Watch Was Set. 


A second time Providence has stretched 
forth her hand and saved Jeff Rockmore 
from the gallows. on the very eve of the 
day on which he was to be hung. 

The death watch at Decatur was removed 
yesterday afternoon, and the hanging that 
was to have occurred at noon today has 
been deferred until May 4th, perhaps to be 
ultimately aeclared off. 

When the last hope seemed gone and 
it seemed absolutely certain that the negro 
would go to the gallows today, help came 
from an unexpected source, and the engro 
was miraculously saved. Just as before, a 
respite was granted at the eleventh hour. 

Governor Northen yesterday afternoon 
granted Rockmore a two weeks’ respite, 
xing the date of the execution for Friday, 
May 4th. This action was the result of a 
letter sent to the governor late yesterday 
afternoon by Judge Kichard H. Clark. 
Jndge Clark presided at both trials at 
which Rockmore was convicted and sen- 
tenced to hang. Within less than twenty- 
four hours of the time set for the execu- 
tion of the condemned negro the judge was 
moved to write a ietter to the governor, 
asking for a few days’ grace. 

Judge Ciark’s jietter was short and point- 
ed. He stated that having heard that a 
petition requesting eaeculive clemency in 
Rockmore’s venali had vOeren presented to 
the governor, he was moveu to request the 
governor to grant a respite to the con- 
demend man uililii ity ath, in Order thal 
the petition migyt be Made more coim- 
piete and elaborate. Tie jJuuge iitau bee in- 
formed that the yeiiuohm in the governors 
hands was not a very Muilerousiy signed 
document, and that ii it au been Cileu- 
lated more freely, a larser numover of sign- 
ers might have been prvucured., 

Basing his action entiseiy on Judge 
Ciark’s letter, Governor sworthen issued a 
briet order pustponuing the execution until 
May 4th, as asked. What action ne cun- 
templateu previous to ine revep.iion of tiie 
judge's letter is not Known. if is veiieved, 
nowever, that he wouid not have inter- 
fered with the execution of the sentetce 
of the court. 

Rockmore received the news that meant 
two weexs more of life to him late yester- 
day aiternoon. He had been siiting in his 
aqark ceil, givomily iooking torward to a 
terrible death today. in the grim corridor 
was tne death watch that Was placed on 
duty by Sheriff Henry Austin eariy yester- 
day morning. Kockmore tivugnt as littie of 
a respite as ne thought of being translated 
bodily to the skies. 

Yesterday was very much like that other 
Thursday ue spentsin jail looking forward 
to death on the gallows the next day. He 
awoke to find the death watch already on 
duty, and if any otner reminaer wgs nec- 
essary to assure him that his time was 
short, the noise of preparation of the gal- 
low not fifteen feet from his cell was all 
that was needed. 

Rockmore is exceedingly ignorant, and he 
is as superstitious as ne is ignorant. He 
has no realization of the meaning of death; 
to him it is the acutest form of pain, and, 
like the great, vigorous, strapping trellow 
that he is, he trembles at the anticipation 
of being killed. His face wore all day an 
expression of intensest sadness, and there 
was a suggestion of suppresseu tears about 
it. He seermed like some powerful brute con- 
scious of impending danger. 

His wife called during the morning and 
he talked with her awhile. He stated in an 
unmeaning fashion that he was trusting 
in the Lord, and that if he was hung he 
hoped that it would be better with him. 
tie seemed to have but one emotion—the 
fear of death. 

Late in the afternoon news of the gov- 
ernor’s action reached Vecatur and was 
quickly carried to him. His face bright- 
ened wondertully anu he heaveu a sigh of 
— relief “Thank God for that!’’ he 
said. 

The governor’s action gave Rockmore 
great hope. It was so unexpected that com- 
ing in line with all the other miraculous 
interferences that have saved him from the 
gallows, he was made to feel that the same 
providential agency that has saved him so 
often will ultimately save him from the 
gallows. 

The petition in Rockmore’s behalf will be 
taken from the governor's hands and en- 
ergetically circulated during the coming 
fortnight.

TO REMOVE GLOVER. 


Strong Effort to Oust Him by the 
Reorganization Committee. 


A SENSATION IN REVENUE RANKS 


Serious Charges Mede Against a Prominent 
Deputy—Steinau Sues Bradstreet for 
Misrepresenting Him Financially. 


Much interest centers in the decision of 
Judge Newman which will be given tnis 
morning upon the petition of the Central 
Trust Company for the removal of Heceiver 
Glover. 

A strong fight will be made on both sides 
and some lively sparring may be expected. 
THe petition for removal was filed several 
weeks ago, and action upon it has been 
twice postponed. This attempt to oust Mr. 
Glover comes from the reorganization colm- 
mittee, which is composed of H. A. Y. 
Post, William E. Coffin, Henry iH. ftorg, 
Newman Erb and Thomas Carmichael. 

It is the intention of this commictee to 
put in Elias Summerfield, of New York, 
and they are prepared to make a desperate 
effort. Before the petition for removal was 
presented, the organization committee sig- 
nified to the Central Trust Company their 
willingness to pay off and discharge the 
texes, amounting to over $9,(), and tne 
loan of $52,000 due the Central Nationat 
bank, of New York, for which receiver cer 
tificates are pledged. ‘he committee also 
agreed to settle up all debts past due, and 
clear the road of a great part of itS in- 
debtedness provided Summerfield woulu be 
appointed and Glover put out. 

The petition statec that the design of the 
reorganization committee was to fnance 
the property by paying off certain press- 
img debts immediately and taking care 
that all current expenses should be promit- 
ly met in the future. 

Certain charges were made against Glov- 
er, upon which the argument of Judge hen- 
ry B. Tompkins and Butler Stiiman, and 
Hubbard, who.represent the Central ‘rust 
Company, will probably be made today. 
These charges were to the effect that 
Receiver Glover has been operating the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia railroad under 
very embarrassing conditions by reason of 
a very large amount of debts due tor tax- 
es, labor supplies, money borrowed, past 
due notes for equipment and interest aue 
upon receivers’ certificates amounting to 
several hundred thousand dollars. iInese 
are the charges upon which the reorgenti- 
zation committee base their cause ior Tre- 
moval. 

Refuting these charges the attorneys for 
Receiver Glover will show that he has 
been operating the road in the most satis- 
factory way possible in view of the exist- 
ing financial conditions, and that as far 
as possible he has sustained the credit ol 
the property under his charge. Proot will 
also be established showing the various 
improvements conducted during the re- 
ceivership and pointing to the various 
causes for expenditure. ‘There is a probda- 
bility also that serious charges will be 
brought against Elias Summerfield urging 
his incapacity and calling attention to tne 
refusal of the court upon a previous oc- 
casion to appoint him co-receiver or tne 
same road. 

The fact that Mr. Glover was able to ob- 
tain a short while ago $30,W00 tor the use 
of the Marietta and North Georgia will be 
a potent argument in his favor tonicrrow 
as one of the most prominent charges 
aguinst him in the petition for removal 
was his incapacity to obtain funds. 

The result of Judge Newman's decision 
will be watched with much interest.

NEW YORK, April 19.—The port move- 
ment today was again larger than expect- 
ed, being 6,500 bales, agatnst 8,006 last 
year, and 1,800 so far this week ahead of the 
same period last year. After opening here 
steady at last night's prices, a considerable 
selling movement began, which carried 
prices 4 points below iast night’s close, but 
from this the market reacted, closing cnly 
1 point lower than last night We have so 
frequently reacted from the lowest figures 
touched today on previous declines, that 
it naturally creates timidity in trying to 
force the market lower, until Liverpool 
begins to show greater décline. The de- 
cline there was 1-64 to 2-64id, while spot 
sales were 10,000 bales, of which 9,000 were 
American. In this country, as we said yes- 
terday, spots are stronger than futures, and 
jst as the latter have been weaker so will 
they be stronger if ever the conditions are 
realized necessary to create a _ stronger 
buying demand. These conditions have de- 
veloped spasmodically, but have proved to 
be short-lived, largely for reason that the 
weekly amount of cotton coming in sight 
has been larger than expected, instead of 
showing a loss as compared with last year, 
as has been promised for some time past. 
The general sentiment is bearish, and with 
an absence of s eculation, combined with 
the timidity of the bulls, it has been easier 
to put the market lower than the reverse. 
There are many strong people who are 
longgof cotton, and who cling. to their be- 
lief Phat something better is in store for 
the market. Our expectation of better 
prices are based upon our belief that there 
will be no increased acreage for the coming 
crop outside of Texas, but if these impres- 
sions do not prove to be carried ow, arg 
on the contrary, there should be a consider- 
able interest in the area, then, as we have 
frequently said, there will be little or noth- 
ing to support prices. We cannot endorse, 
at this moment, the views of those who are 
advocating lower prices, because it seems 
dangerous to be short of the market when 
there are conditions which might be de- 
veloped, and which, if realized, would put 
prices up very sharply.

The Medical Convention Nervously Agi- 
tated and Much Excited. 


VERBAL SURGERY AND SLASHING 


Now, Who on Earth Can Decide 
When Georgia Doctors Disagree? 


DOCTORS HAVE A LIVELY MEETING 


A Fight on the Atlanta Medical College and 
iow lt Terminated—The Recep- 
tion Last Night. 


When doctors disagree there are razors in 
the air. 

And the doctors of the Georgia Medical 
Association during the stormy session yes- 
terday afternoon proved that the¥v are ar- 
tists when it comes to wielding razors and 
making the fur fly. 

The trouble grew out of certain charges 
niade against the Atlanta Medical college 
by the faculty of the Southern Medical col- 
lege, of this city, which charges pre¢ipita- 
ted the same old oft-fought battle between 
these two well-known medicai institutions. 

It seems that Dr. Nicolsor, dean of the 
Southern Medical college, wen+ before the 
board of censors yesterday morning and 
preferred the charge against the Atlanta 
Medical college that it was allowing stu- 
dents to graduate from the institution on 
shorter terms of study than are required 
by law. 

It was claimed by the Southern Medical 
men that the Atlanta Medical has been 
guilty of this offense in more instances 
than one, and, in fact, fiVe «ases were 
brought to the attention of the ioard of 
censors. 

The censors were in session all day sift- 
ing the matter to a thorough trial, and it 
was not until late in the afternoon that 
they came into the hali where the asso- 
ciation was in session to make a report. 

Dr. O’Daniel, the Well-known principal 
physician of the Georgia penitentiary, is 
chairman of the board of censors, and when 
he walked to the front to make report on 
the trouble that had been aroused there was 
perfect silence in the hall. The excitement 
had gone ahead of him, and the doctors all 
knew that some lively scenes were about tc 
be enacted. 

Dr. O’Daniel said: “In behalf of the 
board of censors who have had under con- 
sideration the charges and counter charges 
of the faculties of the two Atlanta medical 
colleges, 1 beg to report that it is the opin- 
ion of the censors that the heads of these 
two institutions huve been guilty of a vio- 
lation ot the spirit upon which the Georgia 
Medical Association is founded--that of 
friendliness and brotherhood in the profes- 
sion. The censors have had a _ thorough 
sifting of the cases that have been made 
and report that the heads of the two col- 
leges in their zeal to rival each other have 
broken the spirit that should rule at our 
annual conventions.”’ 

The applause that. followed this concilia- 
tory recominmendation of settlement had 
scarcely died away upon the convention 
hall before Proctor Kendrick, of the At- 
lanta Medical college, arose and said: 

Mr. President: ‘“‘An old mana, with hair 
all white with the frost from the almond 
tree, broken down in nealth anu burdened 
_with a sorrow that is Keener than the poig- 
nant stab of the bayonet, has requested me 
to join his name to my own to bear alike 
the charges that have been made against 
the management of the Atlanta Medica] col- 
lege. That man is the venerable Dr. M)!- 
ler, against whom no wrong has ever been 
charged or implied,’’ (Applause.) 

Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland promptly 
aroge and said as one of the members of 
the faculty of the institution he begged to 
have his name enrolled likewise as one who 
had no fear to face the charges that bad 
been made against the college. 

Dr. V. O. Hardin was next to make a sim- 
ilar statement, then Dr. Love, wno gaid 
that he wanted to speak as the oldest mem- 
ber of the faculty and say that he would 
gladly partake of the responsibilities of the 
charges. Dr. Jones said, as one of the 
youngest of the faculty, he was glad to be 
found in such good commany. 

All of these statements coming in rapid 
succession had the effect to arouse even 
greater excitement, and the applause that 
followed showed that the members of the 
association were getting warmer by a few 
degrees than the weather. 

Dr. Kendrick’s Challenge. 

Dr. Kendrick again secured the floor and 
said: ‘“‘Mr. President—I have been vindi- 
cated by the board of censors of this asso- 
ciation. This is the first time in all my 
connection with a public institution that I 
have been called upon to appear before the 
bar of an association like this and answer 
a charge of dishonesty. I could have 
brought counter charges against those who 
have sought to throw such odium against 
my name, but here in my own home, I 
would have been untrue to myself, untrue 
to my college, untrue to the peace and 
progress of Atlanta to have mude such 
charges against the Southern Medical col- 
lege, though I may have had perfect prcof 
./ the justice and truth of those charges. 
(Great applause.) I have here in my hand 
the diploma from Warsaw college that was 
brought to us by the young man who it is 
claimed graduated from the Atlanta Mledical 
college in undue season. It shows that he 
had been to college and studied medicine, 
as required by us when one graduates in 
Shorter time than if the regular course is 
taken,” «Cheers.) 

“Totally False in Every Word.” 

Continuing, Dr. Kendrick said the report 
in The Atlanta Evening Journal, which he 
held in his hand, so far as it referred to 
him, was totally false in every word. He 
read it and commented on it as he went. 
He denied that he was dean of the college, 
as the report stated. He was guilty of none 
of the charges that were made in it against 
him.

Here Dr. Nicolson arose and said: ‘But, 
one thing more.

This brought applause and increased ex- 
citement among the doctors. 

A point of order was raised that all of 
this red-hot Sspeech-making was out of order, 
and that the vote should be taken on the 
report of the censors. 

The vote was taken, 


and there was per- 
fect unanimity in 


its adoption, not one 


voice being raised against the recommenda-- 


tion of the censors to throw the whole 
matter out of the convention. 
Didn't Want to Let Him In. 

Another sensation of yesterday's session 
was the hitch that attended the course of 
the application for membership of Dr. Don 
B. Bosworth. 

Dr. Bosworth sent in his application prop- 
erly endorsed by two well-known physicians, 
but it was not acted on by the board of 
censors in a bunch with the others. It 
Seemes that there were ob‘ections raised 
to the young doctor because at one time 
he had been in the office of his father, 
who, as a specialist, would advertise his 
business considerably in the newspapers. 
These objections were raised, it seems, 
against Dr. Bosworth, though nothing defin- 
ite had been turned in to the censors in 
the shape of material evidence. 

If there is anything that is laughed down 
in scorn and contempt among doctors, it 
it selif-advertising, and this idea getting 
out among the members of the convention, 
whether a correct one or not, caused much 
opposition to his name as the case went 
on during the day. 

When the censors finally reported that 
the young man was all right for member- 
Ship, there was a lively debate on the 
adoption of the report. Dr. Valentine Tali- 
ferro, of this city, made a red-hot, blazing 
speech against the admission of the young 
doctor. He said that he didn’t want to be 
a member of an association of regular phy- 
Sicians if they would allow self-advertising 


quacks to become members. 


Dr. Elliott, the president, made a speech, 
and said that if Dr. Bosworth had decided 
to cease such practices, even if he were 
really guilty of them, he ought to be en- 
couraged in his resolutions and admitted to 
membership in the association. 

The vote was taken, and there was but 
one vote against his admission. 

Later, however, about forty members of 
the association signed a petition asking for 
a reconsideration, but it was tanled, and 
Dr. Bosworth is a regular member of the 
association. 

Treatment of Surgical Shock. 

There was a great treat in store tor the 
members of the association during the ar- 
te...noon session, when Dr. Richard Wour- 
las, of Nashville, addressed the convention 
on “Treatment of Surgical Shock.’’ 

This subject has a world of interest in 
it. By surgical shock is meant the first ef- 
fects of-a sudden injury. For instance, a 
man is shot. He falls at once as thougn 
he were dead, and yet the case may not be 
at all a fatal one. 

The story telling how is best to handle 

such a cise was ably told by Dr. WVougias, 
and the doctors present listened with unus- 
ual attention to his discourse. He is a 
very striking man in appearance and is a 
gscod orator. He held the physicians in 
strictest attention for the time he was 
speaking and told very much in a tew 
words. 
His remarks were to have been given in 
the way of discussion of a paper upon tnis 
subject and for this reason he had not writ- 
ten them out. 

When he finished, the convention by unan- 
imous vote expressed gratitude to him tor 
his excellent discourse.

The Orator’s Address. 


Decidedly the chief thing on the pro- 
gramme for the doctors yesterday was the 
regular annual address. 

This was delieverd by Dr. Samuel C. 
Benedict. of Athens, who is known widely 
as one of the most eminent physicians of 
the state and of the south. 

His subject was “Suggestion and 
Therapeutic Uses.” 

He discoursed quite at length and most 
entertainingly along the line of thought as 
indicated by the topic of the paper. He
